3*  A fireball  Is  defined  as  a meteor  as  bz*lght  or  brighter  than  -3 
magnitude,  bright  enough  to  cast  shadows*  These  meteors  may  appear 
white,  blue,  green,  red,  yellow,  orange,  pink  or  purple*  Often  a trail 
is  left  which  may  also  be  varicolored,  or  may  change  color  after  being 
loft*  Trails,  when  seen  in  the  daytime,  appear  as  smoke*  These  nseteors 
may  have  curved  or  Irregular  paths  due  to  irregular  shapes,  and  a 
fluttering  or  whirring  noise  may  be  associated  with  them*  A good  per* 
contage  of  these  meteors  burst  at  the  end  of  their  path  and  may  leave 
a cloud  of  smoke  which  expands  uniformly  or  In  a speciflo  direction* 

When  these  meteors  are  heard  or  seen  to  explode  they  are  then  identified 
as  bolidee*
